Percentage of the Convictions of Persons made Amenable. 

Of the persons proceeded against by indictment, 6 7‘0 per cent., and of the pers 
proceeded against summarily, 83 - 2 per cent, were convicted.

Ages of Persons Arrested and Summarily Convicted. 

Ot the- 12,897 persons arrested, tried summarily, and convicted, 8 were under 12 
years of age, 65 were 12 years and under 16, 1,006 were 16 years and under 21, 
4,276 were 21 years and under 30, 3,683 were 30 years and under 40, 2,390 were 40 
years and under 50, 1,034 were 50 years and under -60; and 435 were 60 years and 
upwards. (See Table VIII.) 

Ediication of Persons Arrested and Summarily Convicted. - 

Of the 7,276 males arrested and summarily convicted during the year; 893 could 
neither read nor write, 6,130 could read only or read and write imperfectly, 213 could 
read and write well, and 40 were of superior education. Of 5,621 females arrested 
and summarily convicted, 1,376 could neither read nor write, 4,226 could read only 
or read and write imperfectly, 18 could read and write well, and 1 was of superior 
education. (See Table VIII.) 

Intoxicating Liquop. Laws. 

Each Inspector and Sergeant is required to specially visit licensed premises at 
uncertain hours during his patrol, for the purpose of detecting breaches of the. 
Licensing Laws. 

These officers paid visits during the year — 

28,021 to Public Houses. 

6,168 to Spirit Grocers and Beer Dealers. 

Total, 34,189 

Offences by Licensed Persons. — 128 publicans, 40 spirit grocers, and 7 beer dealers 
were prosecuted during the year. Total 175, as compared with 150 in year 1901, 
being an increase of- 25., , In 7 cases the charge was withdrawn, 21 were discharged, 
with caution, 36 without caution, 111 were convicted and fined in sums varying 
from £1 to £10. 

In 6 cases only were the convictions directed to be recorded on the licence. (See 
Table X.) 

Drunkenness. — The charges of drunkenness, not combined with any other offence, 
numbered 5,298, viz., 3,421 males and 1,877 females, against 5,556, viz., 3,599 males 
and 1,957 females, in 1901, and 6,532, viz., 4,276 males and 2,256 females, in 1900. 

The number arrested for being drunk and disorderly was 2,112, viz., 936 males and 
1,176 females, against 2,236, viz., 993 males and 1,243 females, in 1901, and 2,350 
viz., 1,103 males and 1,247 females, in 1900. 

The number arrested for drunkenness, combined with other offences than disorderly 
conduct, was 190, against 187 in 1901, and 214 in 1900. These cases are included in 
Table No. V. under the more serious offence, viz., assault, or wilful damage, &c., and 
are not included under drunk or drunk and disorderly. 

The total number of persons who w;ere drunk when arrested by the police during the 
year was 7,600 against 7,979 in 1901, and 9,096 in 1900. (See Table X.) 

Licences opposed by the Police: — Eighty-nine applications for new, renewal, and 
transfer licences were opposed by the Police at Licensing Sessions. Sixty-seven were 
granted, and twenty-two refused. (See Table XIII.)

Previous Convictions for Drunkenness. — 160 persons were convicted of drunkenness 
three and less than five times, 48 five and less than ten times, and 2 ten times and 
upward during the year. Total 210, against 222 in 1901, being a decrease of 12. 

Dogs. 

9,995 dogs were licensed during the year; 1,402 stray dogs were seized by the 
Police, and conveyed to the “ Dogs’ Home.” Of this number 1,146 were destroyed, 
53 restored to owners, 172 sold, and 20 died. 

The Police applied for a summons against 1,625 persons for keeping unlicensed dogs, 
and of 2,069 persons who were prosecuted for having unlicensed,- stray, or unmuzzled 
dogs, 171 were discharged, 1,773 were fined under 5s. each, and 108 in sums varying 
from 5s. to £1. (See Table XV.) 

Persons under Police Supervision. 

Forty-five ticket-of-leave convicts were under Police observation in Dublin during 
the year. Of this number 1 2 left for other parts of the United Kingdom, 1 emigrated, 
2 were convicted and sentenced for a new offence, and 1 had his licence revoked for 
misconduct. (See Table XVI.) 

Thieves and Persons of known Bad Character. 

The number of thieves and persons of known bad character within the Police District 
who were proceeded against on indictment and summarily during the year was 467 
against 457 in 1901, being an increase of 10 as compared with the latter year. The 
number of the above class at large within the District in the month of A.pril, 1902, was 
355. (See Tables XVII. and XVIII.) 

Stolen Property recovered . 

The average actual daily loss sustained by the public from theft, &c., is set down at 
£11 3s. lid., against £14 15s. lid in 1901, and £18 19s. 5 d. in 1900. The gross loss 
was £7,430, against £8,303 in 1901, and £9,330 in 1900. 

31*5 per cent, of property stolen has been recovered by the Police in 1902, against 
34 - 9 per cent, in 1901, and 25'8 per cent, in 1900. (See Table XIX,) 



Hackney Vehicles.

Since the year 1892, the number of Cabs has decreased from 786 to 667 slightly 

over 15 percent.; and the number of Outside Cars has decreased from 1,187 to 1 032 

slightly over 13 per cent. 

An inspection of all Hackney Vehicles was held in May, and the owners of vehicles; 
observed to be unserviceable were required to have them properly repaired. 

The proceedings taken by the Police to enforce the Dublin Carriage Regulations 
are shown m Tables XX. and XXI. There is a decrease of 123 in the number of 
summons eases, and of 25 in the number of arrests, as compared with the year 1901. 

The Licences of five outside cars and five cabs were temporarily suspended, and 
three drivers -were refused renewal of their Licences. 

Property found in Hackney Vehicles. -There were 322 articles of property surrendered' 
to the Police by drivers during the year, of which number 162 were claimed. The 
articles included 184 umbrellas and sticks, 4 gold bracelets, 1 gold watch, and valuable 
clock, and several coats, rugs, opera glasses, &c. 

. Eleven sovereigns and five half-sovereigns were received by drivers in mistake for 
silver coin. Sums of money amounting to £5 13s. U. were found in vehicles and 
surrendered by the drivers to the Police.

Area and Boundary of the Police District. 

The area of the Dublin Metropolitan Police District is about 36 square miles. The 
boundary of the District and of each Police Division are stated at page 33. 

Population of the Police District. 

The population according to the Census of the year 1901 is 392,797. 

General. 

..The gross . expenditure on the Dublin Metropolitan Police Establishment in the 
financial year ended 31st March, 1902, was £166,682, of which the proportion paid out 
of moneys voted by Parliament was £117,295. 

A Police Taxis established by 1 Viot., cap. 25, at 8 d. in the £1, which yielded in 
that year £24,906 from the City and £13,597 from the County ( i.e ., the full amount 
less 5 per cent, paid to the Corporation and to the County Council for the collection 
of-the Tax, and also less the certified proportion of the former Collector-General’s 
annuity). 

These sums amount to about 15 per cent, and 8 per cent., respectively of the gross 
expenditure on the Establishment. 

Other sums appropriated in aid of the cost of the Force in the same year amounted 
.to £10,884, as follows : —

1902 was £1,249,981, of which £806,962 falls in the City and £443,019 in the 
.County.

The A and B Divisions oeeupy the portion of the City and Urban District of Kilmaim 
ham south of the Liffey from the Estuary of the Dodder at Ringsend to the Chapelizod 
Bridge on the Liffey, thence in a direct line to Blackhorse Bridge on Grand Canal, and 
thence by the Grand Canal to the Grand Canal Basin, at the Estuary of the Dodder, 
Ringsend. 

The A and B Divisions are separated by a line from Portobello Bridge, through 
Richmond-street, Camden-street, Wexford- street, Redmond’s-hill, Peter’s-row, White- 
friar-street, Great Ship-street, Castle Steps, Castle-street, and Fishamble-street to the 
Liffey. 

The C and D Divisions occupy the portion of the District lying north of the Liffey 
between the NanniMn River, Dollymount, and the Ferry-boat Station on the 
Liffey at foot of Knockmaroon-hill.
